Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  area  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945.  The 
report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1944,  as  indicated 
bv  the  Minister  of  Health. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  vital  statistics  con¬ 
tinue  to  remain  satisfactory.  The  death  rate  was  12.07  per  1,000 
population  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  which 
was  11.4  per  1,000  population.  The  birth  rate  of  17.56  per  1,000 
resident  population  is  1.46  per  1,000  higher  than  the  figure  for 
the  country  as  a  whole. 

As  regards  infectious  disease,  no  serious  outbreak  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  water  supply  and  supervision  of  food 
supplies  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who,  as  in  previous  years,  reports  separately  on  these 
matters.

SECTION  B. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

No  changes  have  been  made  and  the  staff  remains  the  same 
as  recorded  in  my  Report  for  the  year  1938. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  These  are  unchanged.  The 
arrangements  are  adequate. 
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(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  These  services  remain  substantially 
the  same  as  recorded  in  previous  reports. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home,  (i)  General.  I  am  pleased  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  various  Nursing  Associations  operating  in  the  area 
continue  to  carry  out  excellent  work.  The  services  are  adequate 
and  well-organised. 

(ii)  Infectious  Disease.  The  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  infectious  disease  have  undergone  a  change.  The  Council’s 
Isolation  Hospital  at  East  Mailing  was  closed  during  the  year, 
due  to  staff  difficulties,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Maidstone  Borough  Council  to  accept  cases  of  infectious  disease 
requiring  treatment.  The  cases  are  treated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Barming. 

Current  and  terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
own  staff. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Kent  County  Council  administer  these  services  and  excel¬ 
lent  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg-  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  De¬ 
cember,  1945,  on  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  together 
with  details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Report  is  confined  to  the  more  im¬ 
portant  aspects  of  the  work. 


SECTION  C, 

Water.  On  the  whole  the  area  is  well  served  by  the  public 
supply.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been  utilised  during  the 
year  under  review. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  were  carried  out 
each  month  by  the  Companies’  analyst,  who  reported  that  in  each 
case  the  water  was  suitable  for  the  public  supply. 

Samples  submitted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
confirmed  these  results. 

In  addition  chemical  examinations  of  the  water  were  carried 
out  and  proved  satisfactory.  These  results  are  summarised

It  is  difficult  to  give  the  exact  number  of  houses  supplied  by 
stand  pipes,  but  I  would  say  that  the  figure  is  approximately  one 


per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  houses  within  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  position  as  regards  drainage  and  sewerage  is  materially 
the  same.  No  important  alterations  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  A  great  deal  of  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the 
Teapot  Lane  area  caused  by  frequent  requests  for  the  services  of 
the  Cesspool  Emptiers.  This  trouble  will  of  course  be  obviated 
when  the  sewer  is  laid  as  proposed. 

The  Pumping  Stations  at  Swan  Street,  West  Mailing,  and  at 
Aylesford  have  been  a  constant  source  of  worry,  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  pumps  are  practically  worn  out. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  an  effective  survey  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
within  the  area.  My  attention  has  not  been  drawn  to  any  serious 
cases  of  pollution  during  the  year.  Informal  action  was  taken  in 
three  cases  against  owners  for  permitting  the  discharge  of  sink 
waste  water  directly  into  a  watercourse.  ' 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  No  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  method  of  collection  or  disposal  during  the  year.  In 
December  it  was  agreed  by  the  Council  that  as  soon  as  sufficient 
labour  was  available  the  13  parishes  now  receiving  a  monthly  col¬ 
lection,  should  change  to  a  fortnightly  collection.  Efforts  have 
been  made  to  obtain  this  labour,  so  far  without  success.  The  total 
tonnage  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounts  to  4,864  tons, 
other  subsidiary  work  amounted  to  2,3274  tons,  the  total  being 
7,191^  tons. 

Salvage,  which  now  consists  of  Paper,  Rags,  Bottles,  Ferrous 
and  Non-ferrous  metals  was  collected,  sorted  and  sold,  the  total 
being  138  tons  12  cwts.,  which  realised  £938  10s.  Od. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying.  Throughout  the  year  the  two  Cess¬ 
pool  Emptiers  have  been  more  than  fully  occupied.  In  an 
endeavour  to  carry  out  the  more  urgent  requests  of  the  house¬ 
holders  for  whom  the  work  was  originally  undertaken,  private 
work  had  to  be  given  up.  Over  6,000  loads  or  nearly  5,000,000 
gallons  were  moved  during  the  year.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  maintain  an  efficient  service. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  from  time  to  time  under 
the  above  Acts,  and  minor  infringements  only  were  noted.  In 
four  cases  informal  action  was  taken  to  remedy  certain  defects. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  were  no  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  for  camping. 
No  licences  were  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug. 

Seventeen  houses,  six  of  which  were  owned  by  the  Council, 
were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs.  The  methods  employed 
were  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  that  is,  the  houses  were 
sprayed  with  an  insecticide.  “Zaldicide”  was  used  for  this 
purpose. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  a  part-time  Rodent  Operator 
was  employed  to  deal  with  work  under  the  above.  A  great  deal 
of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  this  connection  and  complaints 
were  investigated  and  dealt  with  as  necessary. 

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

Routine  house  to  house  inspections  were  not  carried  out  under 
the  Housing  Act  or  under  the  Regulations.  In  consequence  of 
informal  action  ten  houses  were  rendered  fit.  No'  formal  action 
under  the  Act  was  taken. 


Rural  Housing  Survey. 

In  July  last  a  full-time  Housing  Inspector  was  appointed  and 
the  survey  was  commenced  as  recommended  in  64/1944,  Circular.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  inspections  were  carried  out  of  farms 
and  dairies  within  the  area.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  was  high 
and  with  one  or  two  possible  exceptions,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  the  position  as  satisfactory. 

No  cases  of  infectious  or  other  diseases  attributed  to  milk 
supply  were  brought  to  my  notice. 

Seven  samples  of  non-designated  milk  were  submitted  for 
tubercle  bacilli. 

The  Milk  (Special)  Designations  Order,  1936-38. 

Twenty-six  producers  held  licences  under  the  above,  of  which 
ten  were  “Tuberculin  Tested,”  and  the  remainder  were 
“Accredited.”  Ninety  (90)  samples  were  submitted  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  of  these  twenty-one  failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylane  Blue 


test.
